Bids on Swim 
Pool Job Are 
Being Heard 

The bids that so far have 
been made for the building of 
a swimming pool in City Park 
range from $45,000 to $60,000, 
according to Ralph “Pappy” 
Welch, chairman of the Swim¬ 
ming Pool Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The figures quoted do not in¬ 
clude the cost of dressing 
rooms and plumbing facilities, 
Welch said last Monday after¬ 
noon at an impromptu meeting 
of interested citizens attended 
by W. R. Lees, Judge John 
Mead, Thomas Schwartz and 
Edwin Timrot. 

One of the most popular 
questions at the meeting was: 
“Where’s the money coining 
from?” Chairman Welch ex¬ 
pressed confidence in the belief 
that Sierra Madreans would 
pitch in “to put the deal over.” 

The position of the pool at 
the west end of City Park was 
discussed, and Welch appoint¬ 
ed Judge Mead and Council¬ 
man Charles H. James to study 
the zoning problems that might 
arise in locating the pool. 

Schwartz suggested that a 
wall be erected at the south 
and west edges of the pool to 
cushion the noise of crowds 
that otherwise might disturb 
the neighbors. It was agreed 
by all that such a wall should 
be included in the plans.

$1500 Needed 
To Construct 
Flower Float 

Approximately $1500 — cash, 
that is — will be needed to 
create the flowered float that 
is to be Sierra Madre’s entry 
in the 1953 Tournament of 
Roses, next New Year’s Day. 

This is the statement con¬ 
tained in the letter signed by 
Charles E. Louk, chairman of 
the Float Committee, and 
Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier, 
which is to be sent to Sierra 
Madre residents. For those who 
may not be on the mailing list, 
the letter reads as follows: 
“Dear Friend: 

“One of Sierra Madre’s out¬ 
standing beauties has already 
been chosen as a member of 
the royal family and will oc¬ 
cupy a position on the Queen’s 
Float in the Jan. 1, 1953 Tour¬ 
nament of Roses parade. 

“Our Sierra Madre float is a 
cooperative enterpris e—the 
ideas, supervision and all of 
the labor being contributed by 
men, women and school chil¬ 
dren of Sierra Madre. It is, 
however, necessary to raise 
cash to pay for the flowers, 
glue, lumber, hardware and 
other items needed and it is 
estimated that this year we 
will require approximately 
$1500 in cash. 

“You are requested to sup¬ 
port your community enter¬ 
prise and hope you will make 
a generous contribution. 

“Every contribution entitles 
you to 10 votes for each dollar 
subscribed in designating your 
choice for any Sierra Madre 
girl over 16 years of age to 
occupy one of the six positions 
on the float. 

“Please mail your check to 
the Float Committee, in care of 
The Bank of Sierra Madre. 

“Your prompt cooperation 
will be greatly appreciated.”

Gildart, reports the need of section and block wardens in order 
to organize the city’s defense against enemy attack or other 
disaster. _-___ 


For those citizens who may 
feel they are too busy with 
their private lives to contribute 
toward the community’s de¬ 
fense program, he calls atten¬ 
tion to the following news re¬ 
lease from the State Office of 
Civil Defense: 

“She’s 50 years old. She has 
11 children. She washes dishes 
in a Richmond cafe every 
night. She hasn’t a minute to 
spare, but—she’s also a Rich¬ 
mond Area Civil Defense War¬ 
den. “She heads a scout patrol 
troop. She runs a first aid 
class. And once every week she 
walks more than a mile to her 
Skywatcher post, where from 
midnight to 4 a.m. she keeps 
a vigilant look-out for enemy 
planes. 

“Her name is Minnie Wills, 
who volunteered for Operation 
Skywatch because This country 
needs protecting. And if people 
like me haven’t got the gump¬ 
tion to do it—when our own 
Air Force says it’s necessary— 
then no one’s gonna do it’.” 

Mrs. Wills says she believes 
the Air Force isn’t kidding 
when it asks for help by ci¬ 
vilians. "I like to believe the 
Air Force—and not just cross 
my fingers and whistle. That 


ain’t the vjfey this country was 
built, and that ain’t the way 
it’s gonna survive.’ 

There are some who believe 
that perhaps Mrs. Wills, in her 
own way, has expressed the 
need of public awareness in a 
land where so many are com¬ 
placent simply because “it has 
never happened here.” Many 
believe that it may be not too 
long before that expression 
will have to be revised to: ”It 
has never happened here—be¬ 
fore!”

ENFORCE 1-HOUR PARKING 

Chief of Police Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan and his staff are hoping 
that Sierra Madre motorists 
will remember the new park¬ 
ing rules that change down¬ 
town parking limits from two 
hours to one. 

The one-hour parking limit 
was passed by a city ordinance 
last Aug. 12, which became ef¬ 
fective 30 days later. It was not • 
enforced, however, until proper 
signs were erected. But now 
that the signs are there, on 
Baldwin and Sierra Madre bou¬ 
levard in the business area, the 
police have been issuing warn¬ 
ing tickets to give residents the 
chance to become accustomed 
to the new rules. 

Because that "courtesy per¬ 
iod" cannot be extended in¬ 
definitely, Chief McMillan 
wants Sierra Madreans to 
know that from now on the 
rules will be enforced. Those 
who park their cars overtime 
will be "playing for keeps." 


According to present plans, 
the new school house would be 
built to accommodate six 
grades, or 400 students. This, 
with the present school’s proper 
capacity of 600, would bring 
Sierra Madre’s total student ca¬ 
pacity to 1000, for a total city 
population of 10,000. 

The Board members believe 
that Sierra Madre may reach 
that point sooner than the av¬ 
erage resident may think. 

White, in tracing the growth 
of students at City School, men¬ 
tioned the failure of the school 
bond issue of five years ago 
when the School Board wished 
to build another school in the 
eastern part of the city. As a 
result of that failure, students 
here in the seventh grades had 
to be sent to Pasadena schools. 

The idea of buying property 
near the present school, White 
says, would be an expensive 
one to carry out, considering 
the new homes that have in¬ 
creased property values in that 
section. 

White said he was distressed 
at publicity that suggested 
there definitely would be no 
junior high school in the Hast¬ 
ings Ranch area. He giving 
the impression that the current 
controversial subject of the 
forthcoming Pasadena school 
bond was not closed. The Wil¬ 
son and Marshall Junior High 
Schools, he said, are already 
serving Sierra Madre students 
at, or near, capacity. 

* White stated that the Sierra 
Madre School Board had al¬ 
ways done its planning for the 
future with the assurance that 
there would be a new junior 
high school in the Hastings 
Ranch area. There would be a 
further discussion of this sub¬ 
ject when the School Board 
here meets with the Pasadena 
School Trustees Dec. 8, in Pa¬ 
sadena. 

James Stivers, Jr. of Pasa¬ 
dena, in addressing the Coor¬ 
dinating Council meeting, said 
that the East Pasadena group 
was in accord with Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans’ thinking when it came 
to the subject of adequate 
school space for students in 
this section.
